France Declares 
Germany Planning 


War and Prepares 


PARIS, Nov. 19— (IP)—The dec- 
laration that Germany could put 
an army of 5,500,000 men Into the 
field in 1935 was made today by 
Leon 
Archimbaud, 
reporter of 
the budget, in a report on the 
French war budget asking cred- 
its of 0,689,215,000 francs ($376,- 
300,000) for next year. 
"In a few months," said the 
budget reporter, "Germany 
will 
be stronger on the land than In 
1914. 
"We are far from the treaty 
M Versailles. Despite the treaty, 
the League of Nations, and the 
disarmament conference, the en- 
emies of France are Intensively 
preparing for war as though it 


. were to be in the near future. 
It is by maintaining a strong and 
well-equipped army that we can 
hop* peace will not be threaten- 
ed." 


Archimbaud asserted that infor- 
mation furnisher bv Marshall pe- 
tain and other sources show that 
Germany in 1934 had a total arm- 
ed force of 480.000 men, divided as

dent of the Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and 
Universities, said today it 
was "clearly apparent" that 
the United States is "losing 
its foreign outlets for cot- 
ton" under the farm administra- 
tion's program of reduced pro- 
duction. 


Speaking before the association, 


Walton, who also is president of 
Texas A. and M. college, added 
that other countries are Increas- 
ing their production In about the 
same proportion that the Ameri- 
can yield has been cut. 


"For the cotton season begin- 


ning Aug. 1, 1933, and closing 
July 31, 1934, foreign consumers 
took 800,000 bales less of American 
produced cotton than they did for 
the cotton year of 1932-33," 
he 
said, "while foreign cotton grow- 
ers, invading our former markets, 
increased their sales by 1,300,000 
hales. 
The picture is even more 


distressing for the current cotton 
year. 


"For the first two and one half 
months of the 1933-34 season, we 
exported 1,936,321 bales, while for 
the same period of the 1934-35 sea- 
son we exported 1,071,822 bales. 


"If production of this one of 
the major staple agricultural, com- 
modities of the nation la to be 
restricted to national 
consump- 


tion, we must count the cost to de- 
termine if possible whether such 
a course would 
not 
ultimately 


prove destructive to the rest of 
the interests 
of those

In the industry.

Two bodies, one a man's the oth- 
er a woman's, lie today on the 
sun-burned beach of Marchena Is- 
land in the Galapagoa group, just 
as a fishing boat captain found 
them Saturday. 


The couple, tentatively 
Identi- 


fied as Arthur Wtttmer', a Ger- 
man, and his wife, presumably 
died of starvation and thirst when 
they were marooned aft 
ventur- 


ing from their home on Charles 
Island in the same Island group. 


Manuel Rodriguez, skipper of 
the Tuna clipper Santn Amaro, 
and his radio operator, James El- 
lis, 
prowling t:.e beach on the 
barren island, found the bodies, 
which were in such condition that 
identification was difficult.

Mr. Broussard died from a sud- 


dent attack after several days of 
illness. He was 59 years old and 
was a native of New Iberia par- 
ish. 


He v.-as a veteran of the Span- 
ish American war and . served 
with the Taft commission in the 
Philippine Islands at Manila in 
1899-1901. 


The veteran legislator was a 


law graduate of Tulane Univer- 
sity.

Slates senator in 3920 and was 
re-elected in 1926. In 1932 Sena- 
tor Broussard was defeated in the 
Overton campaign and he filed 
charges 
with the senate which 


brought a prolonged senate inves- 
tigation Into the Overton election. 


He charged corruption at

ballot boxes by tho forces of Sen- 
ator Hucy Long in the election of 
his successor, Overton, and these 
charges led to exhaustive senate 
commitlee investigations in which 
enemies of the long organization 
sought to out both Long and Ov- 
erton from the senate.

REPORTS HEAVY DAMAGE 


UNCONFIRMED; ROADS 


ARE WASHED OUT 


MANILA, Nov. 17.—W— 


A large toll of dead—pos- 
sibly 200—with scores of 
others missing', was wreak- 
ed by flood and typhoon in 
Mauban, Tayabas province, 
Wednesday and Thursday, 
said belated reports from 
several sources reaching Manila 
tonight.

The Malpon .river,. made raging 
torrent by. the dpwnpour acebra-. 
panying the tempest, crashed up- 
on the seacoast town from the 
mountains, flooding it in some 
places nine feet deep. 
These reports from Mauban and 
other sections indicated the dis- 
aster was -the most severe in the 
Philippines* in .many years. 
Correspondents of three news- 
papers telegraphed from -Lucenai 
capital of .Tayabas province, a 
report 200 were dead. The post- 
master at Mauban messaged the 
bureau of posts-in -Manila "about 
100 are dead and many more are 
missing."

CONGRESSIONAL SURVEY SHOWS 


HOUSE OVERWHELMINGLY FOR 
CASH PAYMENT SOLDER BONUS

A survey, of congressional senti- 
ment shows the house overwhelm- 
ingly favors cash payment of the 
soldiers' bonus and that the fate 
of the legislation rests almost en- 
tirely in the senate. 


It 
also strongly 
suggests the 
possibility of a compromise. , 
The' survey, conducted by .the 


Associated Press, shows 159 repre- 
sentatives in favor of the bonus 
and 47 against. Of the remaining 
members, all non-committal 
or 


unavailable, 98 voted for the bonus 
last session, 60 opposed it and 48 
did not vote. 


The senate lineup divided even- 


ly, with 24 for the bonus and 24 
against. The balance 
of power 
rests with the remainder, all eith- 
er non-committal or unreachable. 
There was no clear cut vote in 
the senate last session on which 
to base a further tally. 


Speculation on how the doubtful 
senators will vote is incluclusive. 
Many of them are pledged to sup- 
port the administration and might 
be expected to follow President 
Roosevelt. Some have voted for 
cash payment in the past- 


While the check in the house 


indicates a division similar to the 
overwhelming vote of 295 to 125 
for the bonus in the last session, 
two conflicting facors may. cause 
changes. 


Opposing Situation*. 
Since then President Roosevelt's 


administration has gathered new 
strength at the polls, despite his 
strong hint of a bonus veto. Coun- 
tering this, the American Legion 
has come out for cash payment 
for the first time. 


Some observers believe that fac- 
tors which may settle the issue 
in congress are: Whe'.lier the pres- 
ident sets his face against all 
bonus proposals or offers to com- 
promise; and the force of the 
drive conducted by the Legion and 


other service organ izalions. 
Several 
suggestions along the 


compromise line were made by 
members of congress in the sur- 
vey. 


The most frequently proposed 


was cancellation of interest on 
the adjusted service certificates, 
with many who oppose cash pay- 
ment of the full face value offer- 
ing to support such a move.

March 4, as heretofore, and 
participating in a short ses- 
sion in the interim, the old 
congress will be superseded 
almost at once by the new 
congress, which will meet 
January 3.

legislative

sponse to the will of the 
people as expressed in the 
elections.

gress now, takes up its leg- 
islative responsibilities with- 
in two months of the elec- 
tion instead of 13 months 
later. Also there will be no 
time limit on the new con- 
gress in its first session, as 
there has been heretofore 
by the date of March 4.

President Roosevelt plans to vis-

style long ago noted his famil- 
iarity with the events and issues 
of the 
administration 
of Presi- 
dent Andrew 
Jackson.

from the hour pf his own election 
to revive in the minds of dema- 
crats memories of the 
rugged 


Tennesseean. 
His visit to the home of 
'Old 


Hickory" is seen as part 
fulfill- 


ment of his wishes In this con- 
nection. 


Built In 1838. 


First constructed in 1823. the 


mansion burned 11 years later but 
was rebuilt with all the elegance 
of the period while Jackson was 
president. 


Today the spirit of Tennessee's 
most famous son still lives in the 
characteristics of the house, for it 
la preserved as it was when the 
old warricr and his wife, Rachel, 
welcomed society into its stately 
halls. 


Coming up the driveway, Presi- 


dent Roosevelt will pass the same 
tall cedars that formed a guard 
of honor in Jackson's day. With- 
in the cool, spacious depths of the 
colonial mansion he will find the 
same furniture arranged in the 
fashion that met the taste of Ra- 
chel Jackson.

George 
H. 
Sheppard, 
state 


comptroller, has written a letter 
to all of the tax collectors of the 
state, pointing out that the bill 
releasing penalties and 
interest 


on delinquent taxes will not be- 
come effective until Feb. 9, 1935, 
and that the tax collectors' do 
not have any authority to accept 
delinquent tax p'siymentjs, less the 
penalty and interest, until Feb. 
9, 1935. 


The result is there will be no 


delinquent tax payments, and the 
counties will lose procuring this 
revenue until next year, as tax- 
payers will wait until the inter- 
est and penalties can be elimi- 
nated If they are in position to 
pay the tax at the present time.

19.— (Spl.)—"A corn-hog pro- 
pram for 1935 has been definitely 
decided upon by the agricultural 
adjustment 
administration, 
and

be invited to sign these contracts 
ither late in December of this 
year or early in January, 1935. 


"The 1932-1933 base already es- 


tablished will be used again in 
carrying out both the programs. 
Farmers will be permitted to pro- 
duce hogs up to 90 per cent of 
the established base, and benefit 
payments will be figured at $15 
ier head for the 10 per cent not 
produced. Another feature of the 
1935 hog' program is that it per- 
mits the unrestricted purchase of 
'eeder pigs by contract signers 
from contract signers. 


An outstanding feature of the 


1935 corn program lies 
in 
the 


fact that the exact amount pro- 
duced is optional with the farm- 
er within the limits of 70 per 
cent to 90 per cent of the estab- 
ished base.
